This unwillingness even to. admit that the Soviet 
Union is ready to make concessions in the interest of ‘ne- 
gotiating settlements is startling. It is explained by the 
attitude of Washington, of which the conservative -col- 
umnist: Walter Lippmann complains in yesterday's Her- 
ald ‘Tribune. Lippmann says that the “western” govern- 
ments have “remained frozen and immobile in all their 
pre-Geneva_ positigns.” ‘ 

On the-issue of Germany, Lippmann writes: 

“Our problem in Germany .is how to overcome the 
immobility of our policy. ‘This means that we must find 


a way to take a position. about Germany that the Germans’ 


at least will regard as genuinely negotiable.” 

Without underwriting the proposals that Lippmann 
may have in mind, no one can fail to see that he has put 
a finger on the major difficulties at Geneva. 

It is good that our State Department — under the 
heading of east-west contaéts——is lifting passport restric- 
tions on travel to the Soviet Union and eastern Europe. 
(But why. doesn't it end its scandalous policy of refusing 
to give a passport in the first place to Americans like Paul 
Robeson?) Any progress in east-west contacts is all to 
the ip But the American people also expect progress 
on the two main issues before the conference:- European 
Security; including the German question, and disarma- 
ment. On both of these basic issues, the Soviet Union 
has shown a readiness to give up some of its own posi- 
tions and to accept some from the other side, But—if 
Walter Lippman is correct and he is a staunch supporter 
of ‘the Administration—Washington's attitude is “frozen 
and inimdble.” ‘There can be no progress unless a spirit 
of give-and-take prevails on both sides.
